PREFACE. 


IN submitting this Work to the public, the author hopes he is 
rendering a service to the science of Geology, by presenting its ad- 
mirers with a Systematic and Stratagraphic View of all the edited 
British Fossils. As since the time of Lhwyd and Woodward, no 
attempt of the kind (that he is aware of) has been made, such a 
Work as this must therefore be a desideratum. The former pub- 
lished, in 1699, his ‘* Lythophylacit Britanict Ichnographia,” (a 
second edition of which was published by Huddesford, in 1760), 
containing a description, in Latin, of 1,766 Fossils in the Ashmolean 
Museum, Oxford, accompanied by engraved Figures. The latter 
formed a Catalogue of Fossils in his own collection, which was pub- 
lished after his decease, in 1729, entitled, ‘‘ An Attempt towards a 
Natural History of the Fossils of England.” These works are now 
very scarce, and, excepting the figures in Lhwyd, are nearly useless. 

In constructing the present Synopsis, the author has carefully col- 
lated all the lists of Fossils published in recent Geological Works, 
and has omitted nothing in his power to render it complete ; he is, 
however, aware that it is still necessarily imperfect, and must remain 
so, until the whole surface and substrata of the kingdom be scientifi- 
cally investigated. The Papers of Drs. Buckland and Fitton, Messrs. 
Conybeare, De la Beche, Lyell, Murchison, Sedgwick, Webster, and 
other Geologists, published in the Transactions of the Geological 
Society and Annals of Philosophy, and the Works of Mr. Mantell on 
Sussex, and Mr. John Phillips on the Yorkshire Coast, together with 
the Messrs. Sowerby’s splendid Work on Mineral Conchology, have 
contributed largely towards making known the Fossils imbedded in 
our Strata; such examples, it is hoped, will be followed, until a 
perfect Catalogue of British Organic Remains is obtained. 


Vill PREFACE. 


On looking over this Synopsis, a more than common deficiency 
will be observed in some of its branches: little attention has been 
paid to the Fossils of the Classes Polypi, Radiaria, Crustacea, and 
Fishes; and although many hundred species have been long known, 
no names have been assigned to them. The same would have been 
the case with the Plants, but for the recent researches of M. Adolphe 
Brongniart in this Country, by which a new light has been thrown on 
our Fossil Flora. The author trusts, that by these defects being made 
public, an interest will be excited to supply them. Mr. Hennah’s 
Paper on the Animal Remains of the Plymouth Limestone, lately 
read before the Geological Society, will add much to our knowledge 
of the Fossils of the Class Polypi, which abound in that formation ; 
and it is confidently hoped that Mr. Miller, of Bristol, has not aban- 
doned the work on the Spongia, &c. of the Green Sand of Wiltshire, 
of which he some years ago published a Prospectus. It may also be 
interesting to the Oryctologist to be informed, that Dr. Fleming has 
a good series of the Corals of the Suffolk Crag, (all of which are 
unnamed), for the purpose of assigning names, which we hope soon 
to be favoured with. In the Echinide, according to a “statement 
made by Mr. R. C. Taylor,* there are more than one hundred species 
at present known, without names; this defect, we are led to hope, 
the author of the “ Natural History of the Crinoidea”’ will supply. 
Of the Crustacea, several unnamed species of different Families occur 
in the Chalk Marl of Ringmer, Sussex, which are figured in tab. 29 
of Mr. Mantell’s valuable Work ‘‘On the Fossils of the South Downs ;” 
and Parkinson, in his ‘‘ Outlines of Oryctology,” says, that ‘‘ more 
than thirty species have been collected in the Isle of Sheppey;” 
whereas, only three from that locality have been named. 

In the general arrangement, the author has adopted the ascending 
series, as that used by the Geologists of the present day: he has fol- 
lowed M. Brongniart in the Plants, the Chevalier de la Marck in that 
part of the Invertebrata, in the knowledge of which he stands pre- 
eminent, and Dr. Fleming in the other branches. The stratagraphic 
sequence observed is conformable to recent discoveries. 

There are many Organic Remains which could not be introduced 
in a scientific arrangement; these, together with some explanations,

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which were conceived necessary, are given in the form of Notes, at 
the end of the Table. The author would gladly have extended these 
Notes, for the purpose of pointing out the various names under which 
certain Fossils pass, and the changes which have taken place in the 
nomenclature of others; but he found them too numerous, and the 
subject at present too indetermined, to attempt it: he therefore 
abandoned the idea, and has noticed those only, the passing over of 
which in silence might have been deemed a defect. 

As this Work was undertaken solely with the intent of promoting 
Science, it is hoped that its imperfections will be viewed with can- 
dour; and the author trusts, by his future attention to the subject, 
and the assistance of his friends, to be enabled to correct in a second 
edition, (should it be called for), whatever inaccuracies may have 
-escaped his notice in the present. 

In conclusion, the author begs leave to return his thanks to those 
gentlemen who have kindly promoted his views in this Work; par- 
ticularly to RODERICK IMPEY MURCHISON, Esq. Secretary of the 
Geological Society, for valuable information and suggestions, and to 
“express his regret that the M.S. did not come under his notice at an 
earlier period, (the Plan and Prospectus being then before the public) 
in order that he might have availed himself of them to the fullest 
extent. To the author of ‘‘Icones Fossilium Sectiles” he is obliged, 
for communicating the unpublished Figures of British Fossils, li- 
thographed for the Second and Third Centuries of that Work, and is 
sorry that so useful and scientific a publication should, from unfore- 
seen causes, be at a stand. To the Rev. G. R. LEATHES, of Shrop- 
ham Hall, Norfolk, he is under obligations, for the Localities of 
numerous Fossils of the Suffolk Crag; and to GIDEON MANTELL, 
Esq. of Lewes, Sussex, for information respecting the Fossils of that 
county.

Fossil Seed-vessels of various kinds from the London Clay, Isle of 
Sheppey, .are figured and described by Dr. James Parsons, in the 
Phil. Trans. VOL. L. parti. p. 396, and by Parkinson in his Organic 
Remains, VOL. 1. tab. 6 and 7. 

Wood,—Remains of Dicotyledonous Plants are found in the Lias, 
and in all the super strata. Among those the most interesting to the 
collector, are—the Trunks of Trees found in the Oolite of the Isle of 
Portland—the specimens in the Green Sand of the Blackdown Pits, 
Devonshire—the Bovey Coal of Bovey Tracey, Devonshire, (Org. 
Rem. vou. 1. tab. 1, fig. 3)—and another kind found in the London 
Clay, generally perforated by Fistulana personata, (Org. Rem. VOU. 
I. tab. 9, fig. 9). Specimens from the last-named deposit are found 
on the Essex Coast; they are jet black, silicious, and retain the cha- 
racter of recent wood. (Org. Rem. vou. 1. tab. 2, fig. 6). The 
remains of the Submarine Forest of our Eastern Coast are found in 
the greatest perfection on the beach at Palling, in Norfolk; these are 
bouldered fragments strongly impregnated with the oxyde of iron, 
the pores and fibres remaining perfect. 

4htites, or Eagle Stones.—In the Diluvial Gravel of Norfolk, and 
other counties, are found spherical flints, about one inch in diameter, 
having a nucleus of Alcyonitic origin; this nucleus is sometimes loose, 
the pebble is then denominated an Eagle Stone.—Org. Rem. VOL. II. 
tab. 12, fig. 5. 

St. Cuthbert’s Beads.—Single joints of the vertebral column of the 
Encrinite (Apiocrinites rotundus) pass under this name.—Vide Scott's 
Marmion, Canto ii, stanza 16, and Org, Rem, VOL, 11. tab, 13.

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The Entrochal Limestone of Derbyshire has its name from portions 
of the same column being imbedded therein.—When the Entrochite 
is absorbed, the cast is denominated Screw-stone. 

Star Stones.—Single joints of the Pentacrinital column are so 
called; they are particularly abundant in the Cliffs of Lyme and 
Charmouth, Dorsetshire.—Org. Rem. vou. 11. tab. 13. 

Echinide.— Silicious casts of some of the Genera of this Order 
are exceedingly interesting; these principally occur in the flints of 
Diluvial Gravel, and are generally known by the name of Fairies’ 
Stones. The Cidaris corollaris of Parkinson (Org. Rem. VOL. 111. 
tab. 1, fig. '7,) is a flint cast of Echinus saxatilis (tab. 3, fig. 1). 

Echinital Spines are confined to the two Genera, Echinus and 
Cidaris ; those belonging to the first, being attached to the epidermis 
or external covering only, are small and acicular, and belong to 
E, germinans of the Bath Oolite and E. Kénigi of the Chalk. The 
spines of Cidari are attached to the papille by an internal muscle, 
and are of considerable size. C. papillata of the Coral Rag are 
clavate; they are the Lapides Judaici and Petrified Olives of the 
early writers. Muricated and Cucumerine spines are tolerably abun- 
dant in the Hard Chalk ; they belong to a variety of C. papillata. 

Insects.—Lhwyd, in his Lythophylacii, tab. 4, has figured four in- 
sects from the Coal Shale; these are copied by Parkinson, in his 
Organic Remains, vO1 111. tab. 17, fig. 3. Remains of Coleopterous 
Insects occur in the Stonesfield Slate, but I am not aware that any 
figures of them are published. Insects are sometimes found in the 
clear Amber of our Eastern Coast; they belong mostly to the order 
Diptera, 

Pholas.—In the Mud Cliffs (as they are locally termed) of the 
Norfolk Coast, are found casts of the Cavities formed by the Pholas ; 
one in the possession of the Rev. James Layton, of Catfield, is three 
inches long, and five inches in circumference; one side is broken 
away, by which the shell is discoverable, which appears to be allied 
to P. crispatus; this is the largest specimen I have seen. 

Trigonia.—Casts of Trigonia abound in the Portland Oolite, to 
the great loss of the mason and waste of the stone; they are locally 
termed Horse-heads.—Org. Rem. VOL. 111. tab 12, fig. 12. 

Inoceramus.—Shells of fibrous texture, as Inocerami and Belem- 
nites, have been subject to the perforations of minute insects and 
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worms ; these perforations, when the shell has been imbedded in 
flint, are filled with silex ; the flint having been removed by diluvial 
agency from its original situation in the Chalk, the shell has been 
absorbed, leaving the casts under notice, figures of which are en- 
graved in Organic Remains, vou. 11. tab. 8, fig. 10, and tab. 12, 
fig. 3; Geol. Trans. VOL. 11. tab. 12, and Edinburgh Phil. Trans. 
VOL. 1X. tab. 25 and 26. 

Terebratule.—Very beautiful casts of the species common to the 
Chalk, (denominated Hysterolites, Geol. Trans. 2nd ser. VOL. 1. p. 
329), are found in the flints of the Diluvial Gravel; sometimes the 
cavities in the flints are lined with quartz crystals. 

Belemnites.—Silicious casts of the alveolar cavity of B. electrinus, 
denominated Callirhoe, (Parkinson’s Oryctology, p. 173), are of fre- 
quent occurrence in the flints of the Diluvial Gravel.—Org. Rem. 
VOL, III, tab. 8, fig. 15. 

Orthocera.—The Chambers of these fossils are sometimes found 
detached, forming a meniscus, having the sides highly polished. 

Ammonites.—Detached casts of the Chambers of these fossil Shells 
are named by Parkinson, Spondylolites.— Organic Remains, VOU. 111. 
tab. 9, fig. 3. 

Palatal Bones.—Those denominated Bufonites, belonged to Car- 
tilagenous Fishes, of the Genus Anarhichas; they are of a dark brown 
or black colour, hemispherical, of a good polish, and are found in the 
Stonesfield Slate, Oolite, and Tilgate Beds. Figures of these are 
engraved in Organic Remains, VOL. 111. tab. 19, figs. 6, 7, and 12; 
Smith’s Strata Identified, Forest Marble Table, figs. '7 and 8; and 
Mantell’s Tilgate Fossils, tab. 10, fig. 2. 

- The leach-formed Palates occur in the Lias Beds and Limestone of 
Wiltshire and Oxfordshire; vide Organic Remains, VOL. 111. tab. 19, 
fig. 15; and Smith’s Strata Identified, Forest Marble Table, fig. 10; at 
fig. 9, is shewn one of the rhomboidal Palates from the same Strata. 

In the Chalk Stratum are three different kinds of Palates, probably 
belonging to as many species of Diodon; the finest kind occurs in the 
Kent Chalk; they are oblong, about two inches by one and a quarter, 
and of a pale clay colour, sulcated on the surface with six or eight 
sulci.—Organic Remains, vou. 111. tab. 19, fig. 18. . The next kind 
are found in Sussex, they are elliptical, having nearly equal sides, and 
about one inch and a half over; the grinding surface is a pale clay 
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colour, while the margin is a dark brown; the sulet are eight or ten 
in number. The last kind are found in the hard Chalk of western 
Norfolk, and are much smaller than the preceding ; they are the sane 
colour as the first kind, but the sulci are twice as numerous, their 
form is nearly oval.— Organic Remains, VOL. 111. tab. 18, fig. 12. 

Squalis.—Téeth and Vertebre of the Shark occur in the Hard 
Chalk of Sussex, Cambridge, and Norfolk; the Teeth are found in 
the Tilgate Beds, and in all the super strata; those from the Chalk 
are the most interesting to collectors; the London Clay specimens 
next. They are of frequent occurrence in the Essex Crag, as is also 
a triangular Tooth, about an inch long, belonging to a fish of the 
same genus.—Organic Remains, VOL. Ul. tab. 19, fig. 2. 

Birds.—The bones of Birds described as occurring in the Stones- 
field Slate, are now determined to belong to a species of Pterodac- 
tylus.— Geol. Trans. 2nd ser. VOL. III. p. 219. 

Coprolites.—Dr. Buckland, in his researches, has discovered that 
the Bezvar stones of the Dorsetshire coast, and the Juli of the Hard 
Chalk, are petrified feecal substances; on this subject he has given a 
paper in the Geol. Trans. VOL. 111. 2nd ser. p. 223, with numerous 
figures. Dr. B. designates those found with Icthyosauria in the Lias, 
Icthyo-sauro-coprus, (tab. 29); those found with Amia, in the same 
beds, Amia-coprus ; those in the Chalk of Cherry Hinton, Cambridge- 
shire, hitherto considered the Juli of the Larch, Julo-eido-coprus, 
(Org. Rem. vou. 1. tab. 6, figs. 15 and 17.); and the fecal matter 
of the Hyena, from the Kirkdale Cave, Hyeno-coprus, ( Reliquie 
Diluviana, tab. 10, fig. 6). ; 

Chelonia Harvicensis.—The Fossil Turtle, a lithograph of which 
[ made to place at the head of this work, was presented to The Nor- 
folk and Norwich Museum, by the Rev. J. H. Bloom, of Wells, now 
of Eaton Villa, near Norwich. It was dredged up in 1827, on the 
‘<‘Stone Ridge,” four miles out at sea from Harwich harbour, and is 
considered the finest specimen tliis country has produced. It was 
imbedded in a cement stone (belonging to the London Clay stratum), 
of a compressed ovate form, which on breaking up the fossil was 
discovered; the part figured is, as represented, uninjured, but the 
upper part, containing the Carapace, is broken into several fragmeuts. 
It is said to have weighed, when perfect, one hundred and eighty 
pounds, and it measures eighteen inches by twenty-two. 
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The figures which Cuvier has given in his Ossemens Fossils, vou. v 
tab. 13, figs, 2 and 3, as the Chélonée de Maestricht, precisely agree 
with this specimen; the shield-formed part in the figure represents 
the extent of the testaceous covering of which it is the cast; the shell, 
as before stated, is attached to the other part, and is from one-eighth 
‘to one-fourth of an inch thick. The fragments seen forming a band 
around it uear the edge of the stone, are the remains of the border of 
the Carapace, the intermediate space being (according to Cuvier) 
covered with a cartalaginous substance, which was converted into 
shell as the animal advanced in age. The spine is imbedded in the 
substance of the stone, and along the cefitral line are seen the pro- 
cesses of attachment to the Carapace, and on each side of these are 
the broken ends of the ribs, which were sixteen in number. 

Mastodon.—Some doubts have been entertained if Remains of this 
animal existed with us; it appears, however, that the fine Grinder, 
figured in Tab. 1, Smith’s Strata Identified, belonged to that animal; 
it was found in the Crag Stratum at Whitlingham, near Norwich. A 
young Tooth was found in 1824, at Horstead, in ‘the same county, 
precisely like one brought from Ava, by Capt. Crawfurd, and named 
by Professor Buckland, Mastodon latidens. (Geol. Trans, VOL. 11. 
2nd ser. tab. 37, fig. 4). I have a fragment in my collection, which 
I took out of the Crag at Bramerton. 

Elephas.—The finest deposit of these Remains is on the Oyster 
Bank off Hasborough, on the Norfolk Coast; many hundred Grinders 
have been taken up from this locality, and bones without number. 
The Rev. James Layton, of Catfield, has the largest collection from 
this interesting deposit; among which, is a Tusk of the Mammoth, 
(E. primogenius), found on the Knole Sand, on the same coast, in 
1826, which weighs ninety-six pounds, and measures nine feet and a 
half on the outside of the curvature. 

Of the alterations which have been made in the nomenclature of 
Fossils, the following appear to be the most prominent :— 


Osmunda gigantea of Martiu, is Nevropteris flexuosa of Brongniart. 

Pecopteris reticulata of Tilg. Foss. t. 3, f. 5, is Lonchopteris Mantelli of ditto. 

Mantellia nidiformis of Brong. Prod., is Cycadeoidea megalophylla of Buckland. 

Tortoise encrinite of Org. Rem. ii. t. 13, f. 24, is Marsupites Ornatus of Miller, 
and Marsupites Milleri of Mantell. 

Dudley fossil of Parkinson, is Calymena Blumenbachii of Brongniart. 

Teredo antenauta of Sow. Min. Con, t. 102, is Fistulana personata of Sowerby. 
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Nucula lanceolata of Sow. Min. Con. t. 180, is N. oblonga of Suwerby’s Genera. 

Calyptrea Sinensis of Org. Rem. iii. t. 5, f. 10, is Infundibulum rectum of 
Sowerby. 

Vivipara fluviorum of Sow, Min, Con. t. 31, is Paludina vivipara of Authors. 

Eburna glabrata of Org. Rem, iii. t. 5, f. 25, is Buccinum Dalei of Sowerby. 

Belemnites conitormis of Org. Rem. iii. t. 8, £. 15, is B. abbreviatus of Miller. 

Belemnites mucronatus of Sow. M. C. t. 600, is Belemnites electrinus of ditto. 

Nautilites hiulcus of Martin, is Bellerophon hiulcus of Sowerby. 

Ammonites Luidii of Martin, is Nautilus Luidii of Fleming. 

Ammonites modiolaris of Smith, is Ammonites sublevis of Sowerby. 


Since the publication of the ‘‘ Geology of the Yorkshire Coast,” 
Mr. Phillips has discovered that the following Fossil Plants named 
in that work, have been otherwise named by M. Brongniart, in his 
‘«Prodrome, &c.”—I have thought proper to retain both, until the 
appropriate nomenclature is determined by these gentlemen.
